1. The driver of a bullock -cart shall obtain 
and carry with him , while driving the cart, 
on the roads in the Residency Area , Indcre, 
a permit issued by the Residency Area Autho 
rity for use of such roads. Each permit will 
bo valid for a period of one year or one or 
more quarters . 

2. The holder of a permit shall produce it 
for inspection by the Police or an officer of 
the Residency Aroa office, Indore , whenever 
and wherever required while driving the cart 
on the Residency Area roads. 

3 . A permit shall be ig8ued on oral or 
written application to the Residency Area 
Authority at the discretion of the Residency 
Area Authority on payment of a fee of Rs. 4 
per annum or Re. 1 per quarter or fraction of
